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REPORT. 


There  has  been  no  period  during  the  thirty-seven  years 
that  this  Association  has  existed,  when  the  Managers  could 
render  their  annual  account  to  the  patrons  who  have 
sustained  them,  with  more  entire  satisfaction  than  on  the 
present  occasion. 

The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  the  signal  goodness 
and  mercy  of  the  Lord  towards  this  institution  ;  and, 
while  we  remember  his  benefits  with  thankfulness,  we 
would  be  incited  thereby  to  greater  diligence,  endeavoring 
in  humble  dependence  upon  his  all-sufficient  grace,  to  ful- 
fill, faithfully  and  efficiently,  the  trust  committed  to  us. 

The  subjects  of  your  bounty  composing  the  family 
within  the  Asylum,  have  been  blessed,  not  only  during  the 
past  summer,  but  throughout  the  year,  with  an  unusual 
degree  of  health.  There  have  been  very  few  instances 
that  would  be  denominated  sickness  in  their  midst.  Much 
infirmity  must  of  course  prevail  in  a  family  of  eighty-five 
aged  persons, — many  of  them  very  aged.  In  the  latter 
class,  cases  have  been  frequent,  during  the  twelve  years 
that  the  Asylum  has  been  a  home  for  such,  that  they  have 
been  brought  down  to  the  very  last  symptoms  6f  decaying 
nature,  and  then  have  recruited  and  lived  on  for  one,  two, 
or  more  years.  One  such  interesting  instance  of  unlook- 
ed-for restoration,  has  occurred  within  the  last  twelve 
months.  The  excellent  old  lady  of  whom  we  speak,  is 
believed  to  be  above  ninety,  and  it  seems  not  improbable, 
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hope  in  their  end.  Of  two  or  three  we  would  speak 
more  particularly ;  beginning  with  the  last.  She  was 
admitted  in  1840,  under  pressing  necessities,  and  afflicted 
with  such  bodily  infirmities  as  disabled  her  from  procuring 
her  living.  Her  capacity  and  willingness  to  make  herself 
useful  as  a  nurse,  induced  the  Society  to  receive  her, 
though  eight  years  under  sixty,  the  prescribed  age  for 
admission.  And  well  have  the  Society  been  repaid  for  all 
that  has  been  done  for  her.  For  eight  years  she  faithfully 
and  thoroughly  performed  all  the  offices  of  a  good  nurse. 
For  the  larger  portion  of  the  time,  she  had  the  whole  care 
of  three  very  infirm  old  ladies,  and  kept  them  and  their 
infirmary  in  the  neatest  order.  When  it  was  proposed  to 
her  to  retire  from  her  arduous  charge,  which  had  become 
painful  and  difficult  owing  to  increasing  distress  in  her 
head  and  eyes,  and  to  occupy  a  pleasant  little  apartment 
in  undisturbed  quietness,  she  gratefully  assented,  yet 
could  not  wholly  divest  herself  of  care  for  those  when  she 
had  been  accustomed  to  attend,  but  continued  daily  to 
visit  and  perform  many  little  services  for  them.  This 
excellent  lady  was  taken  off  by  a  short  and  very  painful 
illness.  Her  death  was  sudden  ;  but  the  Christian  testi- 
mony of  her  upright  life,  was  fully  confirmed  by  the 
bright  evidences  of  her  sick  and  dying  bed. 

Fearing  to  be  tedious  in  detail,  we  will  confine  our- 
selves to  one  more,  the  fifth  spoken  of,  who  deceased 
in  June,  at  the  age  of  eighty.  The  Asylum  had  been  her 
home  for  ten  and  a  half  years;  and  it  had  ever  been  a 
happy  home  to  her,  owing  in  part  to  outward  means  of 
comfort  and  repose,  but  far  more  to  that  inward  peace 
that  passeth  understanding.  She  had  fellowship  with 
Heaven,  vhilo  her  poor,  suffering  body  was  lingering 


through  disease  on  earth.  Afflicted  for  years  with  painful 
tumors,  she  was  never  heard  to  complain,  or  express  the 
least  impatience  unlet  the  rod.  She  kissed  the  hand  of 
Him  who  held  it.  One  who  was  much  at  her  bedside, 
testified,  that  "  it  was  del:ghtful  to  be  with  her,  that 
death  in  her  case  did  not  seem  like  death,  her  mind  was 
so  full  of  peace."  At  one  time,  after  a  night  of  much  dis- 
tress, she  said,  "  I  have  been  thinking  of  God's  Holy 
Word,  that  it  is  through  much  tribulation  we  are  to  enter 
the  kingdom  of  heaven.  And  am  I  not  willing;  to  bear 
tribulation,  when  such  a  blessed  and  everlasting  inheritance 
is  before  me  ?  Surely  I  am.  And  with  grace  and 
strength  from  on  High,  I  will  rejoice  to  bear  it."  We 
could  go  on  with  precious  words  that  dropped  from  her 
lips,  and  were  treasured  up  by  that  kind  attendant  before 
alluded  to  ;  but  we  forbear,  with  the  single  remark,  that 
the  loss  of  the  influence  of  such  a  woman,  in  the  sphere 
which  she  occupied,  is  great. 

We  would  now  call  the  attention  of  our  respected 
friends  to  that  portion  of  this  charity,  termed  our  out-door 
pensioners.  These,  as  has  been  uniformly  stated  in  pre- 
vious reports,  average  about  eighty,  seldom  falling  below 
that  number,  oftener  rising  above.*  They  are  of  the  same 
description  as  those  admitted  into  the  Asylum,  respectable, 
aced,  indigent  women,  who,  with  their  own  best  exertions, 
(in  cases  where  they  are  able  to  make  any  exertion,)  and 
with  some  help  obtained  from  other  sources,  are  not  able 
to  provide  for  their  necessary  wants  ;  and,  in  many  in- 
stances, would  suffer  from  scantiness  of  clothing,  of  fuel, 
and  of  food,  if  it  were  not  for  the  aid  afforded  them  by  this

Association.  Therefore,  your  bounty,  through  this  instru- 
mentality, says  to  them  efficiently,  "  Be  ye  warmed  and 
fed  ;"  and  a  return  is  made  to  the  contributors,  more  pre- 
cious than  gold,  in  the  overflowing  gratitude  of  these 
daughters  of  adversity,  invoking  blessings  from  on  High 
upon  their  heads.  These  eighty  out-door  pensioners  are 
apportioned  to  the  different  Managers,  by  whom  they  are 
visited,  and  monthly  relief  is  administered,  more  or  less, 
according  to  the  financial  abilities  of  the  Society.  The 
sum  distributed  to  them  through  the  nine  months  of  the 
past  year,  has  much  exceeded  that  of  the  previous  year, 
fulfilling  in  part  the  hope  expressed  in  our  last  Annual 
Report ;  but  what  we  have  as  yet  been  enabled  to  do  for 
them,  falls  materially  short  of  what  it  should  be,  con- 
sidering that  this  institution  furnishes  the  only  direct  chan- 
nel of  the  charities  of  this  wealthy  city,  for  this  very 
interesting  class  of  its  aged  poor. 

As  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained,  nine  deaths  have 
occurred  among  them.  One  at  the  advanced  age  of  105 
years.  One  aged  86,  who  had  been  a  pensioner  of  this 
Society  for  thirty-six  years.  One  aged  90,  the  widow  of 
a  respectable,  and,  for  a  time,  wealthy  merchant.  In  her 
prosperity  she  had  moved  in  the  circles  of  fashion  and 
gaiety,  but  affliction  had  been  sanctified,  and  the  Christian's 
hope  had  gilded  the  late  evening  of  her  adversity,  and 
robbed  the  grave  of  its  gloom.  The  ages  of  three  others 
were  80,  84,  and  8b*  years. 

For  all  financial  details  we  refer  our  patrons  to  the 
Treasurer's  account. 

Our  valuable  auxiliary  has  furnished  us  with  360  gar- 
ments, besides  various  articles  of  bedding. 

To  all  who  have  aided  in  this  work  of  benevolence  ;  to 


those  who  have  contributed  to  its  funds  ;  to  those  who 
have  given  labors  of  love  in  preaching  the  Gospel  to  the 
inmates,  and  in  imparting  spiritual  instruction  and  conso- 
lation to  the  sick  and  dying  ;  to  those  who  have  ministered 
to  the  diseases  of  the  body  ;  and  to  those  who  have  given 
their  time  and  services  in  procuring  and  making  up  cloth- 
ing for  the  out-door  pensioners  ;  to  all  these  the  Managers 
desire  to  express  their  most  hearty  thanks.  The  gratifica- 
tion arising  to  them  from  the  response  of  these  several 
classes  of  contributors,  to  the  claims  of  this  charity,  is 
more  than  they  can  well  express.
